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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that examiner has 
misconstrued the term "profile" as it relates to a user-selected profile of a communication terminal. Examiner has interpreted the term 
broadly to read on the saving of an electronic business card on a communication terminal. As this profile exists on a communication 
terminal, and can be selected by a user when it is saved, it is believed to read on a "user-selectable profile of the communication 
terminal". Applicant argues that applicant's specification shows examples of a profile that correspond to sets of preferences that control 
operation, rather than electronic business cards. However, as these citations are exemplary in nature, they do not constitute a defintion of 
the term "profile", and therefore examiner is correct in using the broadest reasonable interpretation of the term. 
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
